| Last evening, at the Society's regular monthly 
meeting, I presented to the Society your statement of March 4th, 
1959, which lists an item of Sixty-five dollars, representing 

a refund to you or money advanced during the past twenty years 
for postage charges incurred by you in conducting your office 
of Secretary of the Society. 


This matter was given full consideration by the fifteen 
members present at the meeting. It was the opinion of Society 
that this bill should be honored and paid ‘n full, but the 
Status of the Society's finances will not permit full settle- 
ment at this time.

Dear Sir: 


As I seem to have no opposition for reelection this year, I 
have every reason to expect I will de elected and would very much like 
to have a General Secretary who will work with me. Mr. Sheldon reeented 
my election from the start and has gone out of his way to show his 
dislike for me. I do not think the president of the A. N. A. should be 
subject to the criticism or under the orders of the secretary. 


He started the year by giving my predecessor credit for new 
members received during 2 months of my year, which would have been all 
right if he charged him with the expenses for the 2 months but he 
charged my account with the expenses of the president’s office for 2 
months before I was installed, 


Members in New England came out pretty strong for me last 
year and by some coincidence not a single member received a ballot up 
to the time we arrived in New York City for the convention. HE CLAIMS 
THEY WERE ALL LOST IN THE MAIL —Believe It Or Not! Anyway it cost the 
Association $75.00 to get out duplicate ballots and send them airmail 
special delivery to every member in New England before we could hold 
an election. 


I appointed an Assistant Editor and when I called on Mr. 
Sheldon for his calary and stationary for his office I was told flatly 
I wouid have to obtain trem from Mr. Duffield. His short answer left 
me nothing to do but take the matter up with the Board, who ordered Mr. 
Sheldon to obey my request and issue vouchers for Mr, Bullowa's salary. 


His fulltime job seems to take up so much of time that he 
cannot do justice to the A. N. A work. I received complaints from 2 
Life Members, who are Members of the Board, about being dunned for their 
dues. Mr. J. C. Fraser of El Paso paid his dues promptly the first of 
the yeear and 3 months later was asked to remit at once. In March I 
remitted for Dr. R. W. Emery’s dues and have my canceled check endorsed 
by Mr. Sheldon and although nearly 5 months have passed, Dr. Emery has 
not received his card. I have written Mr. Sheldon twice about this 
matter but he has not had the courtesy to answer me. 


I appointed Mr. T. James Clarke as Chairman of the Auditing and 
Finance Committee and told Mr. Sheldon to send him necessary reports. 
He paid no attention to me. After writing him again, he said he was 
busy and would attend to it later After 6 or 8 months delay he told 
me that Mr. Clarke was not entitled to the reports; later he sent him 
a few reports.

He insisted on handing out printing contracts to his friand s 
in Chicago. As I must sign the vouchers, I felt it was my duty to get 
the work done as cheaply as possible and by getting bids on the new 
Directory I saved the Association more than $300.00. Mr. Sheldon 
insisted this saving will be taken up in express charges from Baltimore 
and wrote as late as June 9th that he thought the work should be dona 
in Chicago. He was authorized at the New York convention to prepare 
copy for this directory to be issued in May but he was to busy to get 
it ready and the directory is just now in the printer’s hands. 


I am sending this letter at my cwn expense, notwithstanding 
it is for the good of the Association and I respectfully ask you to vote 
for Mr. John W. Gregor, who is Secretary of the Western Reserve 
Numismatic Club of Cleveland, Ohio, for the office of District Secretar y.

It is the opinion of this office, based upon the evidence pre- 
sented, that you are exempt from Federal income tax under the provi- 
sions of section 101(9 ) of the Internal Revenue Code and correspond- 
ing provisions of prior revenue acts, 


Accordingly, you will not be required to file returns of income 
unless you change the character of your organization, the purposes 
for which you were organized, or your method of operation. Any such 
changes should be reported immediately to the collector of internal 
revenue for your district in order that their effect upon your exempt 
status may be determined. 


Since any organization which is exempt from Federal income tax 
under the provisions of section 101 of the Internal Revenue Code 
also is exempt from the capital stock tax pursuant to the express 
provisions of section 1201(a)(1) of the Internal Revenue Code, you 
will not be required to file capital stock tax returns for future 
years so long as the exemption from income tax is effective. 


You will be required, however, to file annually, beginning with 
your current accounting period, an information return on Form 990 
with the collector of internal revenue for your district so long as 
this exemption remains in effect.

Dear Mr. Buterbaughs 


Sorry that I cannot be with you at the W.P.N.S. 
meeting on Tuesday, December lst but I do not like to be out in 
the evenings, especially in the winter, at my time of life and gas 
rationing is going to make it increasingly difficult to do much 
extra traveling. 


I see that the meeting will be on the cleaning and preserva- 
tion of coins. I know that there are a great many different schemes 
in vogue, some good and many very disastrous but as I have been very 
successful in cleaning copper cents, as I think has been testified by 
the ones I have been showing at the meetings, I will give my method 
which is very simple for the benefit of the members. 


If the cent is very dirty, I give it a thorough brushing 
with a tooth brush to get off the loose dirt, then with a goose quill 
sharpened to a point, I go around the outline of every letter, figure 
and the wreath and carefully scrape off the dirt under a ten power 
binocular . When the coin is clean, I brush it again with a medium 
tooth brush and finish up by giving it a thorough brushing with a 
jewelers brush such as is used for brushing the dust off silverware 
which is a Swiss brush made of very fine goat bair and will not mar 
polished silver. I have just returned to a dealer what should have 
been a very beautiful 1793 C-7-F cent which had been ruined for my 
purpose by buffing and lacquering. 


For cleaning silver I usually depend on soap and water and 
thorough rinsing as that will not spoil the surface. Silver coins 
when very black, as the result of sulphur in the air, can be cleaned 
by putting them into cyanide of potash but this is dangerous to handle 
and if the coins are left in it for more than a second or two they will 
become very white. In the hands of an expert the coin can be cleaned 
very nicely by just "striking" in the cyanide. That is, just dipping 
it in, taking it out instantly and washing thoroughly with running 
weter then scrubbing with jewelers soap so as to remove the last traces 
of the cyanide. I had this treatment on a 1794 dollar and the surface, 
that is the natural finish, was not injured in the slightest. 


I have never tried the acid treatment for copper coins but 
have had to refuse to buy a great many nice specimens which had been 


{oy 


ruined in that way. Many collectors apparently do not appre- 

ciate the beauty of a finally patinated copper coin so try to re- 
move the work of years of time by acid so as to get a red cent 

which shows that it has been ruined by acid. The finest 1793 C-14-K 
that I have ever seen and which is now in my collection had had the 
acid treatment many years ago as is shown by the surface but it has 
toned down by time and the only evidence of the acid is shown when 
examined under microscope. This toning can be brought about by 
sulphur vapor but it has to be watched or it will get too black. 

My method is to put the cent between two pieces of inner tube under 
pressure and warm it but if the cent is a fine one, take it out occa- 
sionally and brush to remove any black deposit that may form. I | 
only use this method on fine cents where they have been scratched 
lightly or has been rubbed so that the red of the copper shows thru.

I regret to say that your report of the July 5 meeting 
of the W.P.N.S. was not received until August 7, when if it 
was to appear in the August issue, it should have reached me 
not later than July 15.

It is generally conceded that everyone has a full right to 
his own opinion on any subject, especially if it is based on facts. 
Often there is more or less merit to conflicting views on every prob- 
lem which, moreover; it is possible to discuss fairly and without 
personal attacks or personal bias. Let us now proceed in such a 
fashion to the matter of vroxies. 


How can any one advocate that the business of the ANA can 
be conducted in a "democratic manner" by abolishing proxies? ‘The 
suggestion is a negation of democratic representation since to eli~ 
minate proxies would deprive the overwhelming majority of the members 
who do not attend the annual meetings of the right te be represented, 
and of the right to have their votes cast for them by their own 
nominees. 


There is no corporation of any nature in our country where 
the proxy system is not in existences One can easily picture a situa- 
tion at an annual meeting where a mere handful might be present and 
perpetrate upon the association irreparable harm, 


The proposal to abolish proxies is not based on logical 
consideration of fundamentals, Proponents of the proposal first seek 
to abolish entirely Sec. 4 of Article VII. ‘The latter part of that | 
gection distinctly states that the authorization in the proxies 
"shall not extend to the election of officers nominated on the offi-~ 
cial ballot." Now what could be more democratic than that system? 

By its elimination, a small organized group at an annual meeting 
could control every election and there would be thrust upon the 
association a self-anointed, a self-appointed, and a self—perpetuated 
eroup of officials, The present provision has been carefully con- 
sidered by numerous numismatists during the long history of our 
association. It is a valuable bulwark and safeguard to the ANA and 

to each and every member thereof, 


As to Section 5 and subsection b of Section 6 of Article 
VIT, it is respectfully submitted that nothing could be fairer than 
the restrictions set forth therein; and a careful reading thereof 
will confirm this contention. fhe phraseology represents the unani~ 
mous opinion not only of the authors of the article, two of whom 
were Past Presidents, and two were lawyers, but the unanimous vote 
of the members of the association when it was adopted at the annual 
convention on August 20, 191%, 


The most glaring blunder, undue haste, and complete ignore 
ance of our fundamental corporate structure are displayed by the 
proposed resolution to strike out the following words of Article 
VIII, Section 5, "or represented by proxy and the approval by a 
majority of the Board of Governors," 


Let me remind you that the ANA operates under a Federal 
Charter granted to it by the 62nd Congress on May 9, 1912, Section 
5 of that Charter provides: -— 


"That the control of such corporation shall de 
vested in a board of fave governors to be elected by 
the members of such association."

Dear Richards 

Your good letter of the 15th came in on our mail-boat from Nassau today. 
I am surprised and pleased at the action taken by the Society on my resignation. 
It is nice to know the membership feels that I a been of service to them 
throughout the years and that I have contributed something in the field of 
Numismatics. Also, it is pleasing to be rated along with Clapp, Geis and 
Marlier, all of whom are in the group of distinguished Numismatists. 

I guess one really never entirely loses interest in the hobby. At any rate, 
since coming here, I have been laying aside nice specimens of British coins- 
types only- and now have cuite a number of them - George VI and Elizabeth II items. 
One day last week, I gota nice George VI florin at the Company store - the one the 
16-Ton Guy sings about, mayS and, when I got it out in the evening to see if it 
was a "new" type -it was an Australian florin of 19). How this piece travelled 
half way around the world to Inagua, I don't know, but suspect it was brought in by a 
visitor, That morning a private plane was in with two passengers enroute from 
Port-au-Prince to Miami. One of them bought a package of cigaretts at the store. 
I think that's the source of my coin. 

Life moves along quistly for me here under mostly sunny skies. My quarters 
are on the first floor of an old Bahama house, a reconditioned structure from the 
prosperous days of the town prior to World War I, When that war came along 
people left the island in great numbers as their occupation - seafaring-dis- 
appeared. Some twenty years ago a salt outfit moved in and began to build a 
town on the ruins of the old one. [Everywhere we see what is left of the old 
done houses = anything from a pile of rocks to a roofless shell, All are surrounded 
by stone walls. They look as if, at one time, they were nice prosperous homeSe 


Some of the old ones have been rebuilt like the one that I have the ground

floor of. Most of the natives live in tiny wooden houses - shanty-town style. 
The folks in the American colony live in modern houses that the company has 
built. 

All of this gives me much material to paint which I do most every daye Have 
ruite a lot of watercolors to show for this activity. Some time late in April, 
1 plan to so to Key West for two or three weeks and then on to New Orleans which 
I intend to 7 my headquarters. 

Please give my regards to all of the coin club people and tell them that I 
appreciate my election to honorary membership.
